time ago. Much of the dirt used 
for filling had washed away, leav- 
ing a cavity which the dog reached 
by forcing a way through the rat 
hole.

Testi- 
mony of that hearing was made 
public only today. 

‘Wickersham said a é fair test 
would have to await an opportun- 
ity for enforcement under the Jus- 
tice Department as proposed in 
legislation now before Congress. 

“Until that is done,” he asserted, 
“no one can say absolutely wheth- 
er the law can be or can not be 
enforced.” 

“TI think it can be measurably 
enforced; although human appetite 
is widespread. We all know the 
history of efforts to enforce regu- 
lation of the use of liquor which 
resulted finally in prohibition. It 
is a long and aaa sian disheart- 
ening history.” 

‘The Judiciary Conduaibtac, which 
is considering a resolution by Sen- 
ator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, for 
a Senate investigation of prohibi- 
tion enforcement, today called At- 
torney-General Mitchell to appear 
before it next- week in this con- 
nection. 

“4 Steady Improv ement.” 

The Wickersham testimony dis- 
closed that the Commission thair- 
man considers there has been a 
“steady improvement” in dry en- 
forcement, particularly during the 
last year. It disclosed also that he 
advocates a modification of the 
Jones act, passed a year ago, which 
increased the penalties for liquor 
law violations. 

Wickersham said: “The Jones 
act covers the offenses indiscrimi-

ance, That is contrary to what I 
think is sound legislative policy. I 
do not think you ever-can enforce 
laws more effectively by putting 
extreme penalties on minor viola- 
tions of the law.” 

Wickersham said the Law En- 
forcement Commission started its 
work with the assumption that the 
eighteenth amendment is a part of 
the Constitution of, the . United 
States. 

“It was not for us to inquire,” -he 
said, “whether the Constitution of 
the United States should be what 
it is or not, we took the Constitu- 
tion.” 

The Future of Prohibition. 

Commenting on the future of 
prohibition, he asserted: 

“I think if the Attorney-General 
has a free hand—as he should 
have, I think, in reorganizing the 
bureau—you have as good an as- 
surance of effective conduct of the 
enforcement agencies as could well 
be had, provided his personne] is 
| sufficiently compensated and put 
on a proper basis. They are being 
placed under civil service. The ex- 
amination is going forward. I know 
they have not aj] been completed. 
But that is your best insurance, I 
think, of the effective enforcement 


S| of the law, and then you will know 


when you have got the law en- 
forcing agency of the Government 
in charge for a sufficient length of 
time to grasp the wholé problem 
—they will be able te tell you 
what is necessary to bring about 
the maximum enforcement, and 
then it will be for Congress to 
second their efforts or not. I think 
until that is done, no-one can say 
absolutely. whether the law can be 
or cannot be enforced.” 

| The chairman reported that the 
best enforcement of the dry law is 
in the State of Kansas, while it is 
least effective in the states where 
no state enforcement acts exist. 

“Case for Beer Diminishing.” 

Wickersham told the Senate 
Committee that “the case for beer 
seems to be greatly diminishing, 
and the people who want to drink 
at all want a strong drink, some- 
thing more intoxicating.” 

He estimated that of the 100,- 
000,000 galions of industrial alco- 
hol manufactured and sold last 
year, “perhaps there was a diver- 
sion of 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 of 
the special denatured alcohol.” 

While the old “rum row” off, the 
Atlantic Coast has been broken up, 
Wickersham said, there are still 
several fast ships operated from 
St. Pierre and Miquelon, off the 
Newfoundland coast. equipped 
with tanks with a delivery hose.

The bill contains the highest 
rates ever proposed in American 
history.

A few of the outstanding obsta- 
cles in the way of an early agree- 
ment in conference are the export 
debenture farm relief plar and the 
sub.stitute for the flexible pro- 
visions.

Andrew W. ‘Mellon, who’ has been 
Secretary of the Treasury under 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover, was 75 years old today and 
came to his home here today from 
Washington. A birthday dinner 
will be given for him tonight by 
some friends at the Pittsburg Golf 
Club. 

He was in a hapey mood when 
reporters saw him. “Wait until I 
live to be 100,” he said, “and then 
come around and I will give you 
a real story.” The Secretary. was 
reminded that according to mor- 
tality statistics compiled by life in- 
surance companies he should live 
seven years ionger than his father; 
Judge Thomas Mellon, who. died 
when he was 965° years old. The’ 
Secretary's mother lived until she 
was 94. “Well,” said Mellon, *“it’s 
too bad they did not start that 
mortality system about.200 or $00 
years ago.” ' 

“It’s time now for the farmers 
to. get busy.” he said, , discussing 
unemployment. “There will be 
plenty of road building and lots of 
public improvements that ought 
to help some.” 

Entering public life .at an age 
when most men count their days 
of activity as past, Mellon became 
a member of ,President Harding's 
Cabinet in the trying . post-war 
days, served under President Cool- 
idge and now under President 
Hoover, He is the only man in 
history to hold the Treasury port.

The police auto and the stolen 
machine were going in opposite di- 
rections and before the officers’ 
car made a turn the other automo- 
bile, a roadster with four men. in 
the seat, was speeding away. Their 
effort to shake off the pursuing po- 
lice car was unsuccessful, however, 
and, Britt said, all except the man 
at the wheel opened fire on the 
auto squad. : 

The fight continued for several 
blocks, through side thoroughfares 
and back to Genesee street again.

In a statement today Howell de- 
elared that railroad regulation un- 
der Section 15a of the present law 
was a failure, and that it was the 
judgment of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that there was 
a clear duty imposed on Congress 
to amend the law. 

Howell.said that he had drawn 
his bill with the idea of using the 
valuation data compiled by the 
commission. He would radically 
change, however, the existing plan 
for the division of income of indi- 
vidual railroads in excess of 6 per 
cent, : 

Compilation of Rate Base. 

“The rate base,” Howell said, “is 
to be computed as recommended 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, by adding to the original 
investment of the carrier madé by 
the commission under Section 19a 
(at 1914 unit prices), the original 
valuation of the carrier’s land and 
by then adding or deducting the 
subsequent net increase or decrease 
in investment and by deducting the 
proper amount of the carrier’s de- 
preciation reserve and then adding 
a reasonable allowance for work- 
ing capital. : 

“The major items in such a rate 
base have already been determined 
and such a rate base can be de- 
termined from time to time as 
often as may be miecessary with- 
out undue expense or delay. 

“The commission, the railroads 
and the public can tell any time 
with substantial accuracy just what 
the mount of such a raté base is 
for an individual railroad or for a 


“The commission is atuhorized 
and directed by my amendment to. 
prescribe rates which will provide 
for the carriers as a whole in a 
designated rate group or territory 
a fair return upon the aggregate

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Keeping Plants Indoors | 


D UST allowed te accumulate on 


plants will stop up their pores 

and prevent their drawing 
nourishment from the air surround 
ing them. When outdoors the rain 
washes away the dust. Therefore, 
when indoors? it is quite im portant 
to spray and wash plants.
